WASHINGTON,« AP > - A re 
vision of the revenue sharing 
law, extending massive federal 
aid to local and state govern­ 
ments for 3'Vyears, is headed 
for final action in the House, 
where approval is expected. 
If the program is extended 
through Sept. 30, 1980, the end 
of fiscal 1980, as called for in the 
bill, it would distribute $24.9 
billion with lew federal controls 
on how the money could be 
spent.

Could Still Top 7% 
Jobless Rate

Unemployment still could be 
above 7 per cent by the end of 
the year, despite the recent 
dramatic improvements in the 
economy. Ford administration 
economists say in their mid­ 
year review. 
They believe there is a good 
chance the jobless rate, which 
was 7.3 per cent last month, will 
dip below 7 per cent but they 
cite too many uncertainties to 
make an official prediction 
“We see very little pay-off in 
trying to reset the target,” said 
one administration economist. 
The administration is sticking 
with its official forecast of a 7 to 
7.5 per cent jobless rate by 
year’s end. 
Chairman Alan Greenspan of 
the Pesident’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic 
Advisers 
planned 
to 


present 
the 
administration’s 
mid-year review of the econo­ 
my to the congressional Joint 
Economic Committee 
today. 
Greenspan was expected to 
forecast a slight improvement 
in the council’s outlook for in­ 
flation and the Gross National 
Product The council had said 
in Ja n u a ry that consum er 
prices would increase 5.9 per 
cent and the GNP would rise 6.2 
|)or cent this year.

Krista Franzen 
Farley, FDR Campaign 
Manager, Dead At 


NEW YORK (AP) - Jam es 
A. “Big Jim ” Farley, elder 
statesman of the Democratic 
party who engineered Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s rise to the presi­ 
dency in the 1930k, then broke 
with FDR over the issue of a 
third term, is dead at 88 
Farley, onetime Democratic 
national chairman and FDR's 
postmaster general for more 
than seven years, suffered a 
heart attack’ Wednesday night 
in his suite at the Waldorf Tow­ 
ers, where he lived alone 
Hotel security officers found 
Farley, whosuffereda previews 
attack in 1972, lying across his 
bed after a rnaid notified them 
she was unable to get into the 
suite to turn down the bed. He 
wa s w earing tuxedo pants and a 
formal shirt 
\ 
Farley’s death came just 
hours after he had learned of 
the passing of Lawrence W 
“Chip” Robert Jr., a long-time 
Roosevelt friend and supporter, 
in Atlanta Farley said he was 
“shocked and saddened’ 
at 
Robert's death. 
Farley, who stood 6-feet-2*2, 
was a master political organ­ 
izer who combined dedicated 
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diligence with painstaking a t­ 
tention to detail, a remarkable 
mem ory, unfailing geniality 
and strong party loyalty 
He was a conservative Demo­ 
crat who said last year that the 
party stood a very good chance 
of winning the 1976 presidential 
election 
“ if the reformers 
don’t lose it*again.” 
Farley, who entered state­ 
wide politics as a »successful 
businessman in building sup 
plies, helped manage Roose­ 
velt’s two campaigns for New 
York governor, in 1928 and 1930 
He cam paigned hard for 
Roosevelt’s successful run for 
thi" presidency in 1932, serving 
as his floor manager at the n a­ 
tional convention in Chicago 
that nominated FDR. 
For seven years, from the be­ 
ginning of F D R ’s a d m in is­ 
tration in 1933, Farley directed 
Democratic strategy as party 
chairman and served as post­ 
master general. 
He once called politics "the 
noblest of careers’ and said he 
felt that politics and business 
were related. 
He bowed out of active poli­ 
tics after the split with Roose­ 
velt in 1940 and became chief 
promoter of Coca Cola sale-, 
abroad In 1*53, he was elected 
president of the Coca Cola In­ 
ternational Corp.

after

interviewing and screening and 
review by the New York City 
administrators of the program.

tanks in northern, eastern and 
southern Lebanon to observe a 
cease-fire in place at daybreak 
An official in Damascus said 
Syrian troops began observing 
the truce Wednesday. 
‘The president 
ordered a 
moratorium on the Syrian ad­ 
vance pending completion of 
arrangements to form an Arab 
peacekeeping force to super­ 
vise the truce and bring about 
national reconciliation in Leba­ 
non,” Beirut radio said. 
It said the Palestinian-Leba- 
nese joint command 
issued 
similar orders. 
A Damascus announcement 
said an agreement had been 
reached to form a truce com­ 
mission made up rtf representa­ 
tives from Libya, Algeria, Syr­ 
ia and the Palestinians.

ficial says he has not yet deter­ 
mined whether there is any 
truth to the allegations 
The 
investigation 
involves 
charges tliat Bailar pure Rased 
rare stamps at a fraction of 
their real value from Jack 
Taub, chairman of Scott Pub­ 
lishing Co., a New York-based 
firm which has sold $7 million 
worth of philatelic materials to 
the Postal Service 
In an interview Wednesday 
night, Taub ilatly denied there 
was any payoff involved and of­ 
fered to take a lie detector test 
to support his denial. Bailar 
was out of town, hut a Postal 
Service spokesman said “ this 
allegation was looked into in 
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1974 and nothing untoward was 
found.” 
Taub said he never sold any 
stamps to Bailar although he 
served as an adviser in helping 
the poste! official build up a • 
stamp collection worth an esti­ 
mated $20,000 
Taub also acknowledged that 
in 1973, when Bailar was senior 
assistant postmaster general, 
he delivered a packet of stamps 
to Bailar's office Bailar had 
bought the stamps from Taub’s 
brother, Bertram, who runs a 
stamp store in New York, Taub 
said. He added that he had no 
financial interest in his broth 
e r’s business, and had deliv 
ered (Ik* stamps to Badar as a 
means 
of 
gaining 
an 
in 
troduction. 
George Gould, staff director 
lor the House Post Office sub­ 
committee which originally in 
vesti gated the allegation, said 
he had been “unable to confirm 
any of the allegations” and 
iound “no evidence that Taub 
and Bailar had made an ex 
change of any stamps ” 
Gould said the investigation 
was prompted by statements 
made by Conrad Trayhem, a 
former postal pnxurem ent offi 
eial who “had an axe to grind”

Labor Department announced 
this week it has begun an in­ 
vestigation to determine if a 
group of workers at United Tool 
and Die, Inc., of Salem were 
laid off because of foreign 
competition. 
The firm, which made tools 
and dies for the automobile in­ 
dustry, had announced«earlier 
it wwild close at the end of May. 
If the probe shows imports 
caused the layoffs, the workers 
will he eligible for Trade Ad 
justment Assistance, which in 
eludes extended jobless pay 
and allowances for retraining 
or relocation 
Firm president Victor Zerbs 
.Jr 
earlier had said the plant 
was closed because of fewer 
radical changes in automotive 
body styles in recent years, 
greater in house die work bv 
majot manufacturers .and the 
resulting decrease ill demand 
for the services of die shops 
The firm is located at 11000 Rt 
62 north of Salem in Green 
Township. Mahoning County. 
Officials of Pax.son Machine 
Co. at 300 Benton Rd. indicated 
May 19 they were discussing 
the purchase of the firm, but no 
decision lias been announced.

It ended the 
Alabama governor’s fourth and 
final try for the White House 
Sen 
Hubert Humphrey of 
Minnesota, seeker of the presi 
dencv since 1960 who hoped the 
liarty would come to him this 
year, refused to authorize a 
campaign in his behalf, saying 
Carter was “virtually certain’' 
to be nominated. 
Sen. Henry Jackson of Wash­ 
ington, well financed as the 
campaign 
began 
but 
badly 
drubbed by Carter in the Penn­ 
sylvania primary, told support 
ers he will endorse Carter and 
try to deliver his 248 delegates. 
Sen. Frank Church of Idaho 
and Rep. Morris Udall of Ari­ 


zona, who also challenged Car- 
- ter. as much as acknowledged 
the race was over 
Liberal party leaders, such 
as Sens George McGovern and 
Edward Kennedy, also noted 
Carter's victory and pledged 
support 
Wallace, cool to previous par­ 
ty nominees, said all he asked 
(if Carter was “ to try to make 
all the people of his country one 
of the finest presidents we’ve 
ever had.” 
Only California Gov. Edmund 
Brow n Jr.. who started late but 
heat Carter in every primary 
when’ they met, insisted the 
race remaias open 
The Republican chase was 
neck-and-neck, and was not 
likely to end before the party’s 
national convention in August. 
Reagan won 
167 delegates 
when he stomped Ford in Cali­ 
forn ia’s w inner-take-all p ri­ 
mary But Ford countered w ith 
a 67-delegate sweep in New 
Jersey and a 94-3 margin in 
Ohio. 
Ford now takes a 965. to 862 
lead in total delegates into the 
climactic series of GOP con­ 
ventions 
and 
delegate- 
awarding meetings in 13 states 
where nearly 300 delegates are 
at stake. At the August con­ 
vention in Kansas City, 1.130

Rhodes Urges 
Tax Incentives 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
Gov. James A. Rhodes asked 
the legislature today to approve 
new tax incentives for business 
and property owners in Ohio’s 
cities to reverse a trend of 
waning jobs and lost industries. 
Rhodes w arned that 
the 
state’s economy is floundering 
and blamed budget shortages 
on spending levels set by the 
Democrat-controlled 
General 
Assembly. 
“Our cities are losing tax 
revenue, and yet greater de­ 
mands are made for welfare 
and social serv ices,’’ the gover­ 
nor said, addressing a joint ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly 
“ We have to reverse this trend 
by passing laws that give us 
tools to provide incentives to 
attract industry.” 
He said measures to increase 
tax credits in Ohio’s cities could 
stimulate industrial growth in 
the state. 
Rhodes said 
the 
state’s 5 percent annual rate of 
revenue growth is 4 per cent 
lower than the national average 
and as much as 11 per cent 
beneath levels in some states. 
The governor said his tax in­ 
centive plan was presented to 
the assembly leadership today 
in the form of amendments to 
the Impacted Cities Law. 
He renewed his criticism of 
the Democratic leadership for 
not heeding previous warnings 
concerning the state’s financial 
crisis Rhodes projected contin­ 
ued budget deficits, saying that 
welfare and 
education 
pro­ 
grams could suffer as a result. 
“We are confronted by the 
fact that the Medicaid program 
is at least $127 million short, 
because the program was not 
funded properly by the major 
ity leadership of the General 
Assembly,” Rhodes said. “The 
legislative 
leadership should 
understand now that we have 
no additional funds to appro 
priate for Medicaid.” 
He a Isocalled for immediate 
approval of a bill to place the 
borrowing period for school dis - 


tricLs in line with the state’s 
tiscal year. He said the meas­ 
ure would ease cash flow prob­ 
lems that threaten to withhold 
state subsidy paym ents to 
school districts 
“Some districts will have to 
borrow cash to keep their doors 
open this fall.” the governor 
said 
“Without this bill, they 
will have no legal basis for such 
borrowing ”

WASHINGTON (AP) — As 
the House approved subpoenas 
to delve into the Wayne Hays 
pavroll-sex 
scan d al, 
Republican leader John Rhodes 
blasted Speaker Carl Albert’s 
handling of the controversy. 


Rhodes said Albert erred 
badly in dealing with the 
charges against Hays by nam­ 
ing only three Democrats to 
study House payroll and staff­ 
ing procedures. He plans to in­ 
troduce a proposal to create a 
bipartisan committee to exam- 
. ine salary and expense account 
practices. 
Rhodes said the three-Demo- 
erat panel named by Albert is 
doomed to failure because even 
if it can accurately assess the 
House payroll and expense ac­ 
count system, no one will be­ 
lieve the conclusions. 
Earlier 
Wednesday, 
the 
House agreed to turn over to a 
federal grand jury the subpoe­ 
naed payroll records of four 
House committee staffers, in­ 
cluding Hays’ former mistress, 
Elizabeth Ray, and Paul Pan- 
zareila. who shares an office 
w ith Miss Ray and is. a close 
friend of Hays’ niece 
The 
grand jury 
is 
investigating 
whether Hays misused public 
funds in hiring Miss Ray, Pan- 
•zarella. or others. 
The House also agreed to 
comply with the grand jury’s 
subpoena of payroll records of 
four staff members of former 
Rep. James Hastings. R-N.Y., 
eovermga period from Septem­ 
ber 1969 to March 31 of this 
yea r. 
It was not known why the 
records were being sought. 
A Justice Department source 
said the Hastings investigation 
is entirely separate from that of 
Hays, “and does not involve 
girls." 
Meanwhile a source said the 
FBI is investigating an unsubs­ 
tantiated allegation that Hays 
used public funds to buy paint­ 
ings. antiques and oriental rugs 
during trips abroad. A Hays 
> pokes man said Wednesday 
that the objects wore bought 
with his own money. 
Hays remained under heavy 
pressure to resign as chairman 
of the House Administration 
Committee, which oversees 
salarv and expense allocations. 
M aturity 
leader 
Thomas 


O’Neill continued to demand 
that Hays step aside until in­ 
vestigations of his conduct are 
completed. 
In an interview. Rhodes said 
he knew of no instances of pay­ 
roll padding or falsified travel 
vouchers, but he said a system- 
wide investigation of House ex­ 
penditures is merited anyway. 
“ We've got to do something 
because the standing of the 
Congress in the country’ is get­ 
ting so low . Rhodes said 
It s 
really immaterial whether 
there is payroll padding in the 
Congress It's that people think 
there is.” 
An aide to O’Neill predicted 
that few Democrats would sup­ 
port the proposal for a biparti­ 
san study group.

This reflects both regional differences in the 
pace of the comeback from the recession and a 
continuing shift in the migration patterns of 
Americans 
The recovery is most uneven in the apartm ent 
sector, where three local m arkets 
Houston. 
San Diego and Los Angeles-Orange County — 
accounted for 25 per cent of first quarter U.S. 


permits. 
Houston, w hich nev er felt the recession, seem s 
to be headed for its biggest housing y ear ever. 
That city alone had more permits than any state 
except Florida 
four per cent of the » S total. 
But construction costs m that city have also 
increased 10 per eejnl in the past mx months. 
In the Midwest, rough lumber costs on a 
$50,000 home have increased $1,000 in less than a 
year. On the West Coa t, prices ar^ rising a t 
about 1 per cent a month 
Builders are running ou* of lots in m any areas 
and new lots are coming in a t an average of 10 
per cent higher.

Proposed legislation in Congress has frosted 
the ivy a t a number of the nation’s institutions of 
higher learning, including the Ivy 
League. 
Senate bill 2657, an am endm ent to the Higher 
Education Act, would establish federal sta n ­ 
dards and provide federal remedies, for the fair 
allocation of student activity fees at every' school 
receiving funds under the Higher Education Act.

In stitu tio n s an d S ta n fo rd U n iv e rsity , the 
proposal is characterized as “a prime exam ple 
of the legal pollution which currently threatens 
the nation's educational environm ent.” 
If the proposal were enacted, the statem ent 
continues, student groups, which often feel that 
the activities fee pie has not been cut fairly, 
would have a federal law and a federal forum in 


which to pursue their grievances 
at a time 
when the Chief Justice of the United States is 
already decrying the shortage of federal judges 
to deal with the present caseload. 
“ Questions as trivial as w hether permission is 
granted to hold a bake sale could be litigated in 
the federal courts " the attorneys claim. 
Fairness in the allocation of student activity 
fees is an important objective, they concede, 
“but not an important federal objective ” While 
the intent of the amendm ent might well be 
adopted by individual institutions of higher 
learning, what they object to is “the increasing 
propensity of federal government to intrude 
randomly into day-to-day operations of our

the cost of Congressional in­ 
vestigations this year will be in 
excess of $164.388,000.00. 
The amount of money being 


sp en t by C on gress

vestigations is reason enough 
for the taxpayers to demand an 
investigation of the Congress 
itself. 
It 
is 
time 
for 
the 
President to appoint a blue- 
ribbon Committee of citizens to 
in vestigate C on gress! This 
C om m ittee should 
be em ­ 
powered to subpoena records 
and take testimony under oath. 
S p ecific 
su b jects

should be investigated include 
the authority of Congress to

pictures to the passersby. 


\L L THIS mightily offended 
a couple of venerable profes­ 
sional photographers. These old 
g eezers c o m p lain ed b itte rly 
that 
they 
were 
maintaining 
studios, paying taxes, and pro­ 
viding splendid services in por­ 
trait photography 
And 
here 
were these impertinent rascals 
selling their inferior w ares on 
the sidewalks! So the profes­ 
sional photographers went to 
the Virginia General Assembly 
and got a bill passed creating a 
Virginia State Board of Photo­ 
graphic Exam iners.

age recruit stood a fraction 
over 5 feel 5. 
The average 18-year old girl 
today is 5 feet 4‘a inches and 
weighs 123 pounds. Girls, who 
mature sooner than boys, gen­ 
erally stop grow ing by 18. The 
age at which girls reach puber­ 
ty also lias stabilized at 12 
years, 9’^ months 
about 18 
months before boys 
The government has no sta 
tistics on the size of girls a cen­ 
tury ago. It based the boys’ fig­ 
ures prim arily on m ilitary 
records 
In the last 100 years, im­ 
proved diet and the eradication 
of numerous childhood diseases 
spurred the upward growth 
rate, according to Dr. Peter V. 
Hamill, a medical adviser to 
the national center. 
He speculated that the end to 
this trend “ could he the result 
of our having reached the limits 
of our genetic potential re­ 
garding growth.”

Loss Of Revenue 
From Levy Defeat 


Revised Upward 


LEETO N IA 
The amount of 
revenue which w ould have been 
generated if a 3 4-mill current 
operating expenses levy here 
had 
passed 
in 
Tuesday’s 
primary election has been 
revised upward by Mayor 
Harry Ginther Ginthor said he 
would recommend to Council 
later that the levy be placed on 
the November ballot. 
The levy, a renewal, was 
defeated by 12 votes, with 206 
voters favoring passage and 218 
voting against. 
Council President Patrick 
Morrissey said Wednesday the 
revenue lost would probably 
total $7,0(H) to $8,000, But 
Ginther indicated today 
the 
revenue tigures are usually 
based on between $3,500 and 
$4,(KM) generated for each mill, 
making 
the total between 
$11.9(H) and $13,600 
Ginther said the defeat of the 
levy “ won’t hurt us much this 
year," as it would have been 
based on 1976 taxes, which are 
collected in 1977. “ But it very 
well could” cause trouble next 
year, he indicated, with some 
services to be curtailed 
The 
funds 
had 
not 
been 
earmarked for specific pur­ 
poses, he indicated. The village 
is currently working on next 
year’s budget, which will have 
to be revised in the light of the 
levy’s defeat.

3.4 mills be retained for the 
November ballot.

some that are much smaller. 


In fact, the extremely short 
245-foot home run fence, the 
fie ld ’s 
rough 
out of-bounds 
areas and the poor condition of 
the infield makes the facility a 
joke. 
H ow ever, 
C ity 
P ark 
& 
R ecreation D ire c to r F ran k 
Kress and the City Council have 
appropriated the money and 
plan to have work at Kelly Park 
this month. 
A total of $13,370 has been 
a p p ro p riated 
for 
the 
im ­ 
provements at Kelly Park and 
even though the complaints of 
the city’s softball enthusiasts 
continue to echo on the nor­ 
thwest section of town, much of 
the work 
has already 
been 
started. 
Poles for new lights at the 
field 
a re 
a lre a d y 
up 
and 
awaiting the attention of the 
city electrician to be connected. 
Kress hopes to have that job 
done by the end pf next week. 
“ W e’re 
trying 
to 
do 
evei^thing ourselves,” Kress 
told 
the 
News 
yesterday. 
People are just going to have to 
be patient. The $13,370 we have 
sounds 
like a large sum of 
money, but if we were to con­ 
tract the work out for the lights 
alone, 
most all 
that 
money 
would be absorbed 
" I think we are fotunate that 
the city has allowed us to use its 
electrician whenever he has 
some 
free 
time. The 
lights 
would have been connected by 
now, had not an emergency 
came 
up 
last 
week, 
which 
demanded his immediate a t­ 
tention.” 
Some of the improvements 
planned for Kelly Park will be 
new- lights, which will include 32 
quartz fixtures, compared to 
the 20 that are there right now. 
A 
new 
six-foot, 
unbarbed 
home run fence will go up, 
which will prevent any serious 
in ju ry . 
The 
fence 
w hich 
currently surrounds the Kelly 
playing field is only four-feet 
high and is an unsafe barrier 
for outfielders crashing into it. 
S everal players have been 
injured by 
running 
into the 
fence, however, none have been 
seriously 
injured 
to 
our 
knowledge 
The new fence will not only be 
higher, but will be an ASA- 
sanctioned 275 feet at all points, 
cutting down on the number of 
home runs hit in games and 
m aking 
the 
league 
more 
competitive 
The old four-foot fence will be 
used to separate the public and 
private boundaries at Cedar- 
Lincoln 
P a rk , 
w hich 
has 
presented a problem for the 
Parks Department in recent 
months 
Other planned improvements 
include the leveling of the right 
field area and an improved 
parking area 
“ We want to redo the road 
and 
parking 
area 
at 
Kelly 
Park, 
Kress continued 
"We 
plan to put down a good lim e­ 
stone base and if there is any 
money left, tar it 
Several have complained the 
players were turned down when 


they ottered their services in 
readying the park for play. 
“There will be a tune and 
place when we are going to ask 
for the players help," Kress 
explained. "If we have a bunch 
of players come out there and 
help us put up the lights, or the 
fence, we don’t feel we would 
get an expert job. And we want 
Kelly 
Park 
to 
be 
the 
best 
facility in this area ” 
“ When it comes time to pull 
that old fence out,” he con­ 
tinued. “ then we’ll need the 
players’ help 
We could use 
some heavy machinery donated 
too. to help level out right field, 
as well as an operator. And 
when fall comes and we plow 
and reseed the outfield, we’ll be 
able to use the players then to 
help us rake and seed." 
It is apparent that the money 
is there and the work is going to 
be done. Salem softball player’s 
are just going to have to be 
l»tient. They must remember 
that Salem has a total of 339 
acres of parks, all of which fall 
under Kress’ 
attention 
each 
day. 
ASA SANCTION 
The Salem softball leagues 
this year are not, on a whole, 
sanctioned by the ASA. Several 
teams have gone through with 
getting sanctioned However, in 
order to be eligible for the

sometime in late July or early

Teams still have a chance to 
register by contacting Colum- 
biana.County Softball Commis­ 
sioner M erf Sosbe or Um pire in 
Chief Arvil Criswell.

sanctioned is probably the most 
important factor in bringing 
big-time softball to Salem.

D EAR R E A D E R - Your 
doctor has told you the truth 
Most people think of the cir­ 
culation as the arteries and 
veins tilled with blood but 
there is still another type of 
circulation, 
the 
lymphatic 
system 
The lymphatic system is 
widespread throughout the 
body and is connected to all 
those lymph glands called 
nodes 
These are under tie' 
arm. in the neck (which swell 
when you have a sore throat), 
in the groin and inside the 
body. 
There is a clear fluid 
material circulated inside the 
lymph vessels that connect 
the lymph glands. This fluid, 
called lymph, helps to drain 
fluid from your tissues. Final­ 
ly. all of the lymph vessels 
connect to one large vessel 
that empties into one of the 
large veins leading to the 
heart. 
When you have breast sur­ 
gery and the surgeon must 
remove lymph glands under 
the arm the small lymph 
vessels are tied off and cannot 
drain normally. This causes 
the swelling It is similar to 
blocking a vein and causing 
swelling Because lymph con­ 
tains no red blood cellj» this 
does not caus'e the same 
marked discoloration 
In lime, as the blocked 
lymph vessels establish new 
drainage the swelling of the 
arm diminishes The swelling 
has no relation to eating 
sweets.
